When the Volunteer Férce was 
started in 1978, registnation was 
continued. Registration sia sus- 
pended in 1975, said Day, “‘to save 
money and asa result of the Viet- 
nam backlash.” 


Although registration was 6us- 
‘pended, Day said the Selective 


Service requirement remained—ito 
provide the Department of De- 
fense with ithe civilian manpower 
it needs in a national emergency 
in the jtime frame required. 

“The Russian invasion of. Af- 
ganistan—the first time since 
World War If that tthe Soviets used 
their own troops to inviade a coun- 
try not already under their domi- 
nation—accelenated the U. S. plan 
of action for emergency mobiliza- 
tion,’” said Day. 


As a result, Day said the Presi- 


deft called for revitalization of 
the Selective Service system and 
peacetime registration, resulting 
in a pool of names and addresses 
of men «who could be reached 
quickly in ia national emengency. 

“We now have a system of con- 
tintious registration with each man 
who reaches 18 required to regis- 
ter within 30 days of his bixthday. 
This is very important. We can 
undérstand ‘a short oversight pro- 
vided the person does register as 
soon as possible,” said Day. 

The State Director of Selective 
Service said, “By registering in 
peacetime, the Nation saves at 
least fou weeks. mobilization 
time. The result has been a real 
increase in our ability to respond 
in a crisis — a definite stretigthen-

Regarding “fairness’’, local Sel- 
ective Service boards are now re- 
préesentative of theit communi- 
tiés, both racially and ethnically.

SCHOLASTIC APTITUDE TEST 
(SAT) RESULTS RELEASED 

Maine’s 1981 - graduating thigh 
school senions averaged two points 
higher in verbal snd one point 
lower in math than their national 
counterparts in ithe 1981 Scholiastic 
Aptitude Test (SAT), faecording ‘to 
test results reléased Wednesday, 
Sept. 30, 

Maine students javeraged 426 in 
venbal, which jalso was one point 
higher than ithe average for New 
England and 465 in math, which 
was ‘higher by itwo points than the 
regional average. 

The scores sare contained in a 
report fromi the New England, Re- 
gional Office of the College Board, 
the non-profit educational associa- 
tion which administers the national 
admissions testing program. 

The national average in both ver- 
bal and math remained the same 
as dast year. In tthe past nine 
years national verbal scores have 
dropped by 29 points and math 
scores by 19 points. In the same 


time period, Maine verbal aver , 


ages have dropped by 25 points 
and miath by 15 points, 

51% (8,126) of Maine’s.1981 sen- 
iors jtook the SAT compared. to 
33% nationally. 

Other ttest resuits show: 

—Maine students avenaged 42.4 
in reading comprehension compar- 
ed ito 42.3 regionally and 42,5 na- 
tionally, : 

—Maine students avenaged 42.9 
in vocabulary compared to 42.8 re- 
sionally and 42.4 nationally 

—In ithe Test, of Standard Writ- 
ten English data Maine students 
averaged 43.1 to 42.5 for New Eng- 
land and 42.2 ‘nationally, 

—80% of Maine's seniors indicat- 
ed four major intended areas of 
study: ‘Biological sciences, social 
sciences, business-commerce-com- 
munications and physical science. 
es. 

—Eleven of the top 15 institu. 
tions most frequently designated 
by Maine graduating seniors were 
in state public (6) or private (5) 
institutions. 

85% of the Maine seniors at- 
tended 4 public secondary school 
and 15% iattended private schools, 

Approximately 8453 of Maine 
seniors planned to apply for fi. 
nancial waid,
